Alarmed at Threats of a General Con­ 
flag ration in the Isthmian Republics 
Upon Advent of Wilson Administra­ 
tion. President Has Taken Action 
Looking to Nipping in Bud of Plans 
of Revolutionaries. 


Washington, 
Feb . 
8.—President 
Taft, determined that President Elect 
Wilson shall find Central America in 
order when he takes office on March 
4, has directed that American war­ 
ships b e sent at once to cov er ail the 
important points on the east and west 
coasts. 
This drastic action was taken b y the 
president as a result of the alarm 
from the reports that hav e b een pour­ 
ing into the state department from 
ev ery point in Central America since 
the Nov emb er election. 
The attack 
on President Ajuato of Salv ador a few 
days ago strengthened President Taft 
in his determination that the next ad­ 
ministration should not take office 
with a Central American uprising 
011 
its hands. 
Activ ities on the part of 
the colony of hab itual rev olutionists 
and emigrados politico at New' Orleans 
rendered necessary this action if a 
general conflagration is to b e prev ent­ 
ed ev en b efore the appointed day, 
which was to b e as soon after March 
4 as possib le. 
On the morning of March 5 it will 
b e up to Mr, Wilson and his secretary 
of state to decide what they are going 
to do ab out Central America. 
If Mr. 
Wilson and his secretary of state de­ 
cide to withdraw the ships at once, 
such action will b e a realization of the 
fondest hope of the 
rev olutionists 
whose intentions President Taft is en­ 
deav oring to frustrate. 
The orders under wb ich the Ameri­ 
can war v essels are proceeding to Cen­ 
tral American waters prov ide effec­ 
tiv ely for control of the entire situa- 
tion.
